At 5 o’clock this morning in room 21 of the 
St. James Hotel Edward McGrevy, night 
watchman, discovered the dead bodies of B. 
Perry Collins and James Salmon. 

The two young men were employes of the 
Ola Dominion Cigarette Co., and died from 
asphyxiation. They had gone to bed 
between 4 and 6o’clock Friday morning in 
a badly intoxicated condition, and instead of 
turning off the now of gas when extinguish- 


| did not at that time detect any odor of gas

breathed their last, x 

Mr. Turk states that he was confirmed in 
his suspicion by some one telling him that he 
thougnt he had seen Perry around the 
hotel that afternoon. He heard noth- 
ing more until he was awakened 
this morning and the startling news; im- 
parted to him that the young men were 
found dead, 0 

It was thought at first to be a case of double 
suicide, asthe men were found apparently 
locked ineach other’s arms, and evidently 
had died a very peaceful death. 

The sma llness of the bed decounted for the 
first fact, as it was a single one, and Salmon 
in turning on his side had evidently thrown 
his right arm across Collins“ breast. 

As both of them must have been in a sound 
sleep before the gas beghn to affect them, 
the probabilities are that they did not regain 
comsciousness after once closing their eyes. 

Besides all this there was nothing, so far as 
could be learned, that would cause either of 
them to commit suicide. 


THE NIGHT WATCHMAN’S STORY. 

The night clerk, Wright, of the hotel, was 
the last person to see either of the two un- 
fortunates alive. He states that the men 
went upstairs about 4 o’clock Friday morn- 
ing, under the influence of liquor. Edward 
McGrevy, the night watchman of the 
hotel, also saw the men between 8 
and 4 o’clock Friday morning. McGrevy 
says that both of them were under the influ- 
ence when\ he last saw them. The night 
watchman told his story this morning to 
Deputy Coroner Rohlfing. ‘‘This m. fun 
about 5 o’clock,’’ said McGrevy, ‘‘I. smelle 
gas in what we cailtbe Parle Buliding. After 
hunting around I located it coming through 
the key hole of room No. 21. secured 
a dry goods box which was standing 
in the hall,’ and placing it against 
the door stood upon it and forcedin the 
transom, which was shut tight. The gas 
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Scene in the Death Room. 
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ie the light an extMaturn was given the 
cock, which had no check, and 
the result was the death of 
both. The night » watchman claims 
that in making his rounds this morning 
about 5 o’ clock he detected the odor of gas in 
the small hall on the third floor of the Parle 
Building, a part of the hotel, He traced it to 
Room 21. The door was locked and several 
knocksand kicks failed to arouse the occu- 
pants. He climbed on a small ladder, opened 
the transom and was almost choked by the 
escaping gas. 

He then went to the Office to get a key to 
the room, and was informed it was occu- 
pied. 

Returning with the night clerk he took a 
long piece of paper, lighted the gas jet from 
the transom, climbed over into the room 
and made the above startling discov- 
ery. The two young men lay side 
dy side in asmall single bed dressed only in 
their underclothes and covered to the waist 
by the bed clothing. Oollins was lying on 
his back on the side of the bed 
nearast the window whitch fronts 

Walnut street, while Salmon 
lay on his left side with one arm thrown 
across the chest of hig younger friend, They 
dad apparently died withouta struggle, the 
- @eadly water gas having produced a fatal 
effect almost instantaneously. The room 
was a small one—not over 8 dy 10 
feetin dimensions, having a single window 
and a transom over the door for ventilation, 

The fact that both of these were closed 
made the place a veritable death trap with 
the gas the least bit turned on or escaping. 

A single glanceatthe men was sufficient 
to con vince the watchman that they were 
dend, so the manager was awakened and Mr. 
W. Turk, the head representative ot the Old

As soon as the paper came in 
contact withthe tipit lit at once, not full, 
but a good-sized flame. I then saw the two 
men. They were lying just as they are now. 
Collins had his face turned toward Salmon, 
who had an arm thrown over Collins. The 
other was under his head. {crawled over 
them and raised the window. I thought per- 
haps they might be still alive, but they were 
dead and stiff then. 


A FAULTY JET. 

Deputy Coroner Rohlfing, after hearing the 
night watchman’s story, madean examina- 
tion of the gas fixture in the room. The fix- 
ture is a bracket with a cock the style fty 
years ago. It is made to turn one 
way, having a stop on one sige By 
turning the cock to the right or i the gas 
goes out, but if turned toward tie left until 
it hits the cock the gas is again on in full 
blast. If it is turned toward the right 


until it stops the gasis shut off. The man 
who turned out the gas Friday morning 
when the pair retired turned the gas off and 
on by one turn. The window was closed and 
in their alcoholic condition both men were 
soon asleep, breathing the poisoned alr. 
When the men were discovered their 
meckg were red and their eres had 
@ peculiar glassy appearance and a 
little dried froth was around the 
mouth of each. Deputy Coroner Rohlfing, 
after examining them, pointed out the signs 
which accompany death by asphyxiation, 
aud decided that no autopsy was necessary. 
He then gave permission to Mr. Wm. Turk, 
the manager of the advertising department 
ofthe Old Dominion Cigarette Co., to have 
the bodies removed to an undertaker. Mr. 
Turk, whois the employer of both men, de- 
nies the statement thut eitherof the men 
were drinkers to any extent. 
THEIR EMPLOYER'S STATRMENT. 

Mr. Turk saw them for the last time about 
12:45 Friday morning. Ihey were at this 
time in his room on another floor of’ the 
hotel. They hada few bottles of beer, 
said Mr. Turk, but that was all. Yesterday 
I did not see Perry and nobody else had seen 
him, I induired about 60’clock for him and 
somebody said he had gone out a few min- 
utes before.

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THE KING OF SIAM. 


How He Gets All the Wives He Wants 
‘to Make Him Comfortable. 


From the San Francisco Examiner. 

„The Chinese do all the menial labor in 
Siam, They also’ keep all the pawn-shops 
and gambling- houses, and teach the Siamese 
how to gambile, said Lieut. L. N. Rasmus - 
sen at the Grand Pacific yesterday. He is a 
young Danish officer, who went to Siam six 
years ago, at the solicitation of the King, to 
assist in drilling the royal troops in European 


fashion, 
„ne King has not a very large army—only 
8,000 or 4,000 men, although the name of every 
male subject is on either the army or naval 
role, But they are never called into service, 
as the King cannot stand the expense of 
feeding a large army. Moreover, it is not 
needed, as there are few outbreaks or dis- 
turbances, 
ehe King’s army is larger than his 
family, put the latter is of pretty fair size. 
Nobody dares to give the exact figures, but 
at last accounts he had 100 wives and 105 
children. The present King is a young man 
abotit ss years old, I think, and he is popular. 
He is the highest power, owns the entire 
country and does about as he pleases, but he 
is well liked. His eldest son is the Crown 
Prince. Just now that youth is a member of 
the Buddbist priesthood, All the princes and 
nobles have to go through the priesthood 
before they are fully fledged.’’ 
„How does the King*get all his wives?’’ 
„They are pepe to him from the nobles, 
They offer him tneir daughters. Of course 
no one would dare to offer him one that was 
not fairly good looking, and he seldom re- 
fuses to accept them. Should he refuse the 
rents might as well move outof Siam, as 
he refusal would simply mean that the 
parents were in royal disfavor.’’ 
How do the other people get their wives 


over there?’’ 

Oh, buy them. Many ofthe nobles have 
numerous wives. Ifa girl strikes their fancy 
ae negotiate for her purchase, but not gen- 
erally untilthey have poid her proper suit. 
Some of them buy their wives from the 
ranks of the actresses in the “iamese thea- 
ters.

COLLISIONS AT SEA. 


A New Proposal to Use Two Steam 
Whistles as a Preventive. 


From the New York Times. 

An old French sea captain who has made a 
life-long study of matters pertaining to col- 
lisions at sea, rules of the road, fog signals, 
etc., has devised a clever scheme for avold- 
ing accidents in thick or foggy weather. 
While the general ideas have been advanced 
before, the particular system here employed 


is thought to have considerable merit. 

It consists of two whistles, one havinga 
deep sound and the othera sharp one, used 
in connection with certain marks on the 
compass card, so that a pointer indicates the 
Particular sound thatistofollew. Each of 
the four cardinal points is signaled by four 
sounds from the whistles; the quadrantal 

oints, such as N. E., S. W., N. W. and 8. 
L. „ arejindicated by two blasts; while the 

Olnts between, such as N. N. E., W. S. W., 

. 8. E., K. 8. K. and so on, are distinguished 
by three blasts. In all these cases the sounds 
may be from one or the other whistle or by a 
combination of both whistles. 

The signals are easy to understand and re- 
quire no effort of memory,as the compass is 
always before the helmsman, who, when he 
looks at it to see what course he is steering, 
can’ plainly see the marks on the compass 
points corresponding to the sound he hears 
from an approaching steamer. The direction 
from which the sound comes indicates where 
the vessel is, and the number of whistles 
shows what route she is following, by which 
it makes it almost as easy toavoid her as it 
is at night time, when her lights are the 

uide. Without these two conditions being 

ulfilled all maneuvers made to avold col- 
lision would be quite apt to end in disaster. 

10 signal it is only necessary to look from 
the center of the compass out toward the 
points, when there will no confusion pos- 
sibie as far as having the bearing of the ap- 
proaching vessel is concerned. A bracket is 
surmounted by a sector of „180 deg., having 
its right half painted green and the left half 
red and carrying in its center a vertical indi- 
cator, whichis movable, and when lowered 
to the right or green side the whistle sound 
is made, and when loweredto the left the 
trumpet sound. 

By this means, with ee right before 
the officer, mistakes could hardly occur. Two 
vessels approaching each other, when they 
hear the course-indicating sounds, can star- 
board or portasthe occasion demands, and 
when the sounds indicate a safe distance be- 
tween them they can resume their course and 
proceed with perfett safety. 

Certain prearranged signals could be ar- 
ranged that would not conflict with the course 
Signals, but which would mean assistance 
wanted, pilot needed, vessel backing, etc. 
There is nothing attempted here that would 
at all conflict with existing rules of the road, 
but, on the contrary, itis intended to add to 
their value by introducing additional ele- 
ments of safety,

One of the Commission Man's Creditors 
8 Asks for a Warrant. 
HE SAYS THAT THOMPSON I8 HIDING 
IN THE CITY. 


The Commission House Closed Up To- 
Day Young Scott, Thompson's Clerk, 
Also Disappears— More Complaints 
Coming In From the Country. 


J. A. Thompsen, ho up till yesterday did 
a commission business at 117 North Market 
street, is still absent from the city, and it is 
supposed that he has been joined in his 
retreat by young Scott, the man who passed 
as clerk of thé establishment. It is believed 
now that Scott was the company of the firm, 
as he failed to put in his appearance at the 
store this morning which seems to signify 
that he didn’t care to be here at any investi- 
gation that might de made. The 
store remained closed this morn- 
ing till the rental agent’s clerk went in to 
stick up a sign To Let’’ in the window. 

On three floors of the store there 
were a goodly number of crates and 
barrels, but all empty, showing that Thomp- 
son must have deen preparing for nis flight. 
Only a half dozen sacks of old rags were left 


of the stock that formerly represented 
one of the best businesses on the street. 
MORE COMPLAINTS. 

Funsten Bros. & Co. had another telegram 
from one of Thompson’s creditors asking 
them to collect if possible $48 for shipment of 
ten sheep and seventy ducks made some 
time ago. 

„„ am sorry, salad Mr. Funsten, that 
these people were caught for they 
are an excellent firm, as is _ also 
the one I had a telegram from 
yesterday, but they deserve it. They were 
well enouch up in the markets to Know that 
Thompson could not afford to pay the prices 
he aid. and might have known he was a 
swindler.’ 

Most of Thompson’s neighbors in business 
have bills in their hands for collection 
against the late firm from some of their 
own customers out in the country. They 
range from $8,000 to $5,000 in their 
estimates of the amount for which 
Thompson gulled the country merchants and 
farmers. 

Nothing can be ascertained as to who 
Thompson is, where he came from or whither 
he has gone, 

He paid his debts inthe city, which fact 
probably aided him in working his big bluff 
on the country people. Itis said that when 
a merehant wrote to him for references he 
replied that their business was of such stand- 
ing they needed no references and they need 
not ship unless they wanted to. The bluff 
usually worked. 


WANTED A WARRANT. 

W. J. McColgar, a merchant of Boyleston, 
III., called at the Four Courts to-day and ap- 
plied for a warrant against Thompson. 
Mecolgar charged that two checks which 


Thompson had given him for goods shipped 
to him were worthless, and that Thompson 
had not paid him for 914 pounds 
of chickens, ducks and geese 
which McColgar had sent him. The 
poultry McColgar said was worth 7 cents a 
pound, or about $64 for the whole, making in 
all about $93 that McColgar is out. 

McColgar was one of those who was at- 
tracted by Thompson’s splendid offers. Me- 
Colgar has two stores, one at Boyleston, III., 
which is 105 miles from St. Louis on the Air 
Line, anda store at Merriam, III. He deals 
in general produce. ' 

The first information he had that 
everything was not all rigut 
with Thompson was a letter received a few 
days ago from Werthermer, Swarts & Co., a 
St. Louis firm, notifying McColgar thata 
check of Thompson’s, which McColgar had 
given to them, was worthless. The 
check was for $13.90 and was 
drawn on the German Savings Bank. When 
McColgar received the letter he bad a car 
load of nuts worth about $400 loaded 
ready to ship to Thompson, The 
Dill of lading was already made out. 
He countermanded the shipping orderand 
held the nuts. Another check for 515. 15 given 
McColgar by Thompson, McColgar sald ts 
worthless. He did not discover it, he stated, 
until be had paid it out to McKittrick, Harga- 
dine & Co., but he intended to call to-day and 
redeem it, 

Prosecuting Attorney Este looked up 
the law in the matter and found that Thomp- 
son could be prosecuted under two sections 
of the statutes, governing the 
actions of commission merchants. 
but refused to issue a war- 
rant, as it is not known where 
Thompson is. Mecolgar said that Thompson 
has not left St. Louis, and stated that he 
could find him if he could get the warrant. 
He had engaged a man to look him up, he 
said, and agreed to pay the man $25if he 
found Thompson. Mr. Estep would not issue 
the warrant, however.

PARIS, Nov. 11.—A high Spanish police of- 
ficial has arrived here on a special mission 
connected with the recent dynamite bomb 
outrage at Barcelona. Several arrests of 
French Anarchists, suspected of complicity

Brutal Treatment of Convicts on the 


Island of Onora in the Pacific.

The Viadivostock, published in the Russian 
Pacific settlement of that name, gives a ter- 
rible account of the treatment of Russian 
convicts on the island of Onora. Tue in- 
vestigation recently made into the charges 
of gross and barbarous cruelty preferred 
againstacertain Khanoff, chief labor over- 
seer of the penal island, bas resulted in the 


official’s suspension and arrest. This 
Khanoff, who was himself originally sent out 
as a deported convict, perpetrated such in- 
tolerabie tortures upon the unfortunate con- 
victs under his charge that twenty of them 
mutilated themselves ina dreadful manner 
in order to free themselves from the labor- 
yoke of this official miscreant. A much larger 
number made their escape into the Taiga, 
where they suffered indescribable misery 
from hunger and sickness. A recaptured 
refugee from‘the Taiga had in his possession 
some pieces of human flesh, and his confes- 
sion that the — prisoners murdered 
and ate the physically weaker of their com- 
panions has been confirmed by subsequent 
discoveries.

This week an investi- 
gation was made,and sufficient evidence was 
found to warrant the arrest of Marion 
on the charge of killing Voudrie, Yes- 
terday afternoon Mrs. Voudrie, who 
u“: near Four Mile Crossing, went 

o Belleville and swore out a warrant against 
Marion. This morning Sheriff Langley ar- 
rested Marion at his home on the west side of 
the Bluffs, near the lake, and took him to 
Belleville.

FEARS ANOTHER ATTACK. 


John fen Fearfal Less He Should 
Again Become Delirious. 


Notwithstanding that the Grand-jury 
ignored the billcharging him with murder 
and that his case in the Criminal Court was 
holle prosequied yesterday, John Finn, the 
motorman, who in last August slew his 
little son and seriously injured his two small 
daughters with a flat- iron, does not feel re- 
joiced. The dim, half-defined memory of 
that terrible morning haunts him, and 
he is depressed by the thought that he may 
again be prompted to murder by that dread 
typhoid fever. It will be remembered that 
when it was thought he had 
entirely recovered, he was removed from the 
City Hospital to the jail, where he was 
stricken again by the fever and caused much 
excitement by his wild delirium. Finn 


remembers all this, and it has caused him to 
lapse intoa settled melancholy. He is averse 
to discussing the tragedy, and when he 
does mention it he refers to it as 
August 8.“ When his wife and the two 
little girls he attempted to kill, call to see 
him each day the scene is very affecting. 
Finn sits in the chair beside his 
cot and converses with themina subdued 
tone of voice. He seldem smiles and tears 
moisten his cheeks as he looks at his children, 
who he has disfigured for life, 
The little girls prattle to him and attempt to 
be affectionate, but nevertheless they seem 
fearful that their father may spring 
upon them at any moment. Mrs. Finn has 
never recovered from the shock, and like 
her husband, she is sad and melancholy. 

Finn was seen this morning. He was sit- 
ting on his cot fumbling with a tin- cup and 
gazing listlessly into space, When ap- 
proached by the reporter he gave a start and 
answered: 

No, I don’t care to talk about it; I knew 
that they would not hold me responsible, I 
don’t see why you papers want to print so 
much about it. think too much 
anyhow about that terrible Aug. 8. 

**How do you feel now?’’ 

‘*‘lam getting well and shall leave the 
hospital in a few days, but,’’ and Finn cut 
the sentence short and lapsed for a moment 
into meditation. 

Were you about to add that you might 
have another attack?’’ 

The question was too much for him, and 
pressing his hand over his eyes, he signified 
that he wished to be alone.

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OF REAL PUBLIC INTEREST. 

A Philadelphia paper, very friendly to 
any institution of Pennsylvania origin, is 
delighted with the great prosperity of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Co., which seems 
to be enjoying more than its share of good 
fortune. In a congratulatory paragraph 
it says: 

The semi-annual dividend of 2% per cent 
in cash declared by the directors of the Penn- 
Sylvania Railroad Co. yesterday, and which 
brings up the total dividend for the current 
year to 7 percent, is not only a most gratify- 
ing exhibit of the business of a corporation 
intimately associated with thecity’s welfare, 
but one that will be welcome to the country 
for the assurance which it gives respecting 
the solidity of the general business situation. 

An important consideration is over- 


looked in this comment. It is that be- 
sides the 7 per cent dividend on the stock, 
the Pennsylvania paid the interest on the 
many millions of bonds before it paid any- 
thing on the stock, The stock itself is 
probably in excess of the real value of the 
worth of the plant, some of it being 
water. But the total capitalization when 
the bonded debt is taken into considera- 
tion is enormously greater than that war- 
ranted by the actual outlay. 

The real public interest in such facts 
should be well understood. A railroad, 
for instance, may be built by the actual 
expenditure of, say $10,000,000. It is then 
bonded for as much more and the total 
swollen indefinitely by subsequent manip- 
ulations well known to wreckers and finan- 
ciers, The people license the companies 
to buildand operate the roads and then 
find themselves forced to pay the interest 
on debts artificially created which do not 
represent anything but the financier’s 
greed and their own short-sightedness. 

Railway companies often complain that 
their stock does not pay dividends. This 
is true, but if the interest on the bonds is 
a reasonable return to the actual invest- 
ment there is no ground for grumbling, 
looking at the question from the point of 
view of the public interest, Men engaged 
in private business do not expect to receive 
more than 6 or 7 per det on what they in- 
vest, and there is no sound reason why a 
railroad or any other corporation perform- 
ing a public service should be permitted to 
levyjunlimited taxes. If it does the tax comes 
trom the community which gets no equiv- 
alent. A little study of this question will 
enable the reader to understand just what 
is meant by the assertion so often heard 
that railroads do not pay.

SANE SPEECHES, 

The recent addresses in England by Am- 
bassador Bayard and Consul General Col- 
lins are in pleasing contrast with the 
speeches of many politicians at home who 
try to show that Great Britain is the arch 
enemy of the United States which it is the 
duty of every patriotic American to 
cordially hate. 

In every ‘campaign we are told of the 
dark designs of Great Britain upon the in- 
dustries of America. We are informed 
that the people of the Queen’s dominions 
cherish a bitter and relentless hate against 
the Yankee nation and do not intend to 
relax their efforte to utterly destroy us. | 
Some are inclined to think that the En- 
glish people lie awake nights concocting 
devilish schemes to undermine our pros- 
perity, take away our wealth and leave us 
in helpless poverty. It is said that the 
Englishman is so unscrupulous that he 
will even sell us cheap goods, deluge our 
beloved country with stuff we want at 
prices within the reach of the humblest 
citizen and smother us ina sea of fabrics 
and a lot of other mixed metaphors. 

Mr. Bayard, however, seems to have no 
such fears. He courageously informs our 
kin beyond the sea that he trusts them 
and would like to have them send us any- 
thing they may have to sell. He main- 
tains that so far as trade relations are con- 
cerned the interests of the two countries 
are identical, and that what helps one 
promotes the prosperity ofthe other. Mr. 
Collins says: The motto of the United 
States is peace and commerce with all 
nations, good will toward all, entangling 
alliances with none.’’ 

This is good Jeffersonian doctrine, and 
hence is good Democratic doctrine. It is 
easily understood and needs no defense. 
It is a notice that the frothings of ignorant 
politicians are in no sense the sentiments 
of the sober-minded American people 
among whom jingoism has never been 
able to crowd out patriotism. 

It is encouraging to hear such speeches. 
It indicates a growing courage among 
American public men, courage to speak 
the truth and appeal not to ignorance and 
prejudice, but to the reason and good sense 
of the people. Not long ago, the foreign 
pauper, scarcely able to drag himself 
around, so weak was he from starvation, 
was the most feared foe of the American 
worker. ‘‘British gold’’ was the awful 
instrument by which America was to be 
Poli- 
ticians have used these prejudices and 
slavish fears as stepping stones to power. 
Others have not dared to speak out boldly 
and denounce them as demagogues and 
tricksters. But the country has passed 
the turning point and public men will 
have to adopt the saner and honester 
course suggested by Mr. Bayard and Mr. 
Collins.

KNOWN IN LONDON. 


Testimony of a Scotland Yard Ojificer in 
the Howard Case. 


JACKSON, Tenn., Nov. 11.—The testimony 
introduced by the Government last evening 
inthe case of Rev. Frederick Howard was 
startling and produced quite a sensation. 
Witness F. C. Frost, Inspector of Police in 
London, England, said he did investigate 
William Lord Moore’s record in Lon-

Witness stated 
that in February, 1892, he went tothe rest 
dence of William Lord Moore at No. 5 Enger- 
sol road, Sheppard Kush, Lonuon, where he 
found the gentleman. At first Moore said 
his name was Howard, and on being in- 
formed who his visitor was acknowledged 
his name was William Lord Moore, 

Witness was then asked by counsel: if 
Wm. Lord Moore and the defendant are 
the same person. He said, ‘*ihey are the 
sa me. 

At this stage witness read an agreement 
Signed in his presence by Wm. Lord Moore to 
cease allsuch business, and further agreed 
that all letters comingto thst address on 
such matters should be refused accept- 
ance. 

J. Buchanan, letter carrier, New York City, 
said he knew defendant. He said he de- 
livered his mail to him on Stone street, New 
York. He went by the name of E. Koss 
there. 

Sam Levy, another witness from New York, 
Said he knew «defendant in New York as 
Joseph Ledger, andas manager of the Old 
Dominion Employment Bureau. Gustavus 
Fisher, another New York witness, testified 
thathe also knew defendant. He said he 
rented rooms from his employer in New 
York under the name of Joseph Ledger. 

Most ofthe forenoon has been spent in the 
identification of defendant’s handwriting. 
The progress is slow and tedious, and there 
is no telling when the suit will terminate. It 
is generally conceded that the proof was 
very damaging to the defendant, but it does 
ngt seem to discourage him inthe least. He 
has many friends among both sexes who 
sympathize with him and declare he is not 
guilty of the traudulent practices to obtain 
money that are charged against him,

**Gardner is a distant relative of ours by 
marriage, she said, ‘‘and was always 
treated as one of the family. One night last 
summer he asked me to go boat-riding in his 
skit I went with him and he took 
me to a sandbar, where he made me get out 
of the boat. As soon as we were on the bank 
he threw me down and assaulted me. I bit 
— scratched him, but he was too strong 

or me, 

The chiid is nearly wild over the matter 
and vows to kill Gardner in the court-room 
or wherever she sees him. The mother and 
father urge her on and swear to take 
a hand themselves. They are all evi- 
dently terribly in earnest in the 
matter, and will in ail probability make 
some effort to carry out their threats. Mrs. 
Walker thinks vitriol would a good 
medium with which to wreak vengeance, 
but the daughter inclines to the 
use ofa knife ora gun. If the case comes to 
trial the sheriffs will have their hands full in 
preventing some hostile demonstration. 

This morning Nora Walker, accompanied 
by her mother, called at the Four Courts 
and applied to Assistant Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Estep fora warrant against Gardner on 
acharge of criminal assault. Mr. Estep in- 
quired into the case and found that the sand- 
bar on which the offense complained of was 
committed was under the jurisdiction of the 
[ilinois authorities, and he therefore re- 
ferred them to the Madison officials,
